In answer to your inquiry regarding the 
effect that local option had upon our 
town.

it has been good. Our merchants have 
done better, sold more goods and had 
better collections, since the law went 
effect than before. I have been in 
business here ten years in a small way 
and the improved condition induced me 
to etwanize a stock company with a 
capital stock of $26,0u0 to conduct a 
general business, because I felt that 
the changed condition of the town and 
community justified it. 

More could be said, but this is enough 
to satisfy the most skeptical that we 
are pleased with the change.
